Farming in “Dust Bowl” Should 


Residents of Coffee County with their 
minds on control of water erosion on their 
crop lands never worry about the possibility 
of wind blowing their top soil away. They 
have been spared trouble on this count 
through a bountiful nature which deposits 
around 55 inches of rainfall a year on this 
part of Alabama, 

However, recent news accounts of the 
drought in the Southwest States brought 
back to mind the writer's experiences on 
the edge of the Colorado dust bow] in 1987. 
Giant clouds of brown dust could be seen 
rolling over the prairies towards town. 
When the dust engulfed the city, street 
lights had to be turned on, even though it 
was noon, 

Sand drifted over fences and complete- 
ly hid them from sight. Drainage ditches 
at the sides of the roads would be complete- 
ly filled with fine silt. Dirt piled up in huge 
drifts at the sides of deserted farm houses 
and barns. Cars traveling head-on into the 
jut-laden winds had the paint peeled off 
their license plate in front and windshields 
pitted so badly they had to be replaced, 

In town small piles of fine dust formed 
little mounds on the window sills. It came 
through in spite of the fact homes are built 
tight with weather-stripping and insulation 
to keep out below zero winds in the winter, 
Coughs of those with throat and lun irri- 
tations caused by breathing too much dust 
too long are also long remembered,

~ymS mansion tund created hardly a pop 
wnen released tor publication Wednesday 
ui last week. After a terrific build up in 
uwo of the state’s daily papers, state audi- 
tors went to work on the mansion fund. 
Nobody knows how many words were 
printed on the amount of milk purchased 


| al the mansion, groceries fed the governor’s 
|1amily and ffowers purchased for different 


tunctions. Figures taken from vouchers paid 
by the state, played up far out of propor- 
tion to their true news value, made things 
look bad indeed for the Governor, Spurred 
on by the hue and ery in the two papers, 
Ralph Eagerton, chief of the State Depart- 
ment of Examiners of Public Accounts, de- 


-manded an audit of the Mansion Fund. 


After running his own audit, Gov. Fol- 
som turned the records over to Hagerton’s 
men. The chief executive admitted over- 
spending $£,180 and made arrangements to 
pay it back to the state. It was mostly for 


gioceries and personal provisions, The state 


audit said the Governor had spent only 
$4,689 illegaily. This put Gov. Folsom in the 
position of promising to pay back to the 


| State of Alabama more money than state 


auditors say he owes. 

Auditors were critical of payments un- 
substantiated by documentary evidence. 
These included checks totaling $11,839 to 
Mrs. Folsom and $1,200 to Mrs. Myra Ham- 
mond, wife of Folsom’s executive secretary. 


More strict accounting of why mansion 
fund money was spent was recommended. 

All in all, Gov. Folsom came out on top 
in the “Battle of the Mansion Fund.” He 
deflated the report béfore it was formulat- 
ed by running his own audit. If more strict 
accounting is desired in the mansion fund, 
the legislature will have to spell it out in a 
law. It is being done now in accordance 
with existing regulations — and very pro- 
bably in the same manner previous gover- 
nors have handled it. 

The whole affair makes the political 
Opponents. of the Govewzer-look rather 
foolish, Nothing has been proven against 
James Folsom, the man they want to des- 
troy politically. Instead, his position has 
been improved because an attack Was made 
and not substantiated by an impartial audit. 
Subsequent accusations made against him 
will carry less weight in the public mind 
because of this, 

- Gov, Folsom has reached the halfway 
point in this game. With two years to go in 
his administration, the spot might be com- 
pared to the fifth inning of a baseball con- 
test. Both sides will have more turns at the 
plate and the Governor's Opponents will 
continue to try to belt him into political 
oblivion. 

But so far it looks like a replay of the 
game played during his first administra- 
tion. With much attendant publicity, a 
great many fuses were lit — but they all 
fizzled out.

What would be interesting to see in
